•Mn That It Will Sweep Over 


Ati« Before II UU.ppt.rt 


"Blaok death," that mysterious dia- 


cue which has been creating soch havoo 
among the natives at Canton, ieeiin 
destined to ewuep over eastern Asia. 
Hong-Kong bus been attacked by this 
Insidious and fatal enemy, and already 
hundreds have mconmbed to it The 
colony ia almost shut off from communi- 
cation, nave by telegraph, with othei 
Asiatic porta, and every effort ia being 
made to chock the spread of tbe plague. 
Strict quarantine regulations have been 
made, and outgoing steamers on oriental 
lines loarry neither freight nor passen- 
gers. 


But the germs of the disease seem to 


bo in the air, for latest news is that 
deaths by the plague have already oc- 
curred in Japan. Tbo natives are panto 
stricken. 


Tho plaguo mado its appearanoo li» 


Hong-Kong about May 10," when many 
dead rats wero found in tho etreeta 
This is the first sign the disease makes. 
Usually other auirnals arentricken before 
human beings are affected. 
Tho spread 


of tbo disease was most rapid. In a few 
days the victims claimed numbered 
nearly 00 daily. It was even more fatal 
there than in Canton, fully 60 per cent 
of thoso seized dying in about 48 hours. 


One cause that led to this result wan 


that there bad been no rainfall for a 
long period, aud all streams and sources 
of drainage wero foul.

sick persons wore removed to the Hygeio, 
the hospital ship in the' harbor.

Sixty 
or 70 pleiadea irarposs our svui in bril- 
liancy, Alcyone boiug 1,000 times more 
brilliant, Elcctra nearly 500 times and 
Mala nearly 400. "Siriua itself takes a 
•uboviliuato rank when compared with 
tho flvo most brilliant members of a 
group, tho real magnificence of which 
we con thus ill t.ome dogreo apprehend. " 
U wo seek to know the dimensions, not 
of the individual stars, but of tho clus- 
ter .isolf, we are mot with many diffi- 
cult ios, bat on tho assumption that It 
Is approximately spherical in shapo wo 
can calculate its diameter to be over 
40,000,000,000 miles, so that light 
would take seven years to pass from ono 
extreme to tho other. If we think of tho 
dimensions of our solar system by them- 
selves or in relation to terrestrial mat- 
ters, they appear stupoudonsly onormons. 


Noptuno, tho most distant known 


member, has an orbit over 8,000,000,000 
miles across — a distance that a ray of 
light would travel iu 7>£ hours — but tho 
solar system is to the plciades but as a 
Lillipntiou to a Brobdingnagian — is but 
as n microbe to a mountain, for a sphere 
tho size of the solar system would, if i\ 
wero spherical and its diameter that of 
the orbit of Neptune, be relatively so 
minute that it could 1» contained more 
than 400,000,000,000 times in a sphere 
tho size of the pleiadcs — in other words, 
the limits of tho pleiades ?ould contain 
150 solar systems as many times over 
as there ore miles between Neptnuoand 
tho sun. 


It must not be forgotten that, al- 


though. there are 3, 300 stars in tho elus 
ter, yet with such dimensions for the 
entire group vast distances must sepa- 
rate the stars from one another. In fact, 
2, 300 spheres, each with a diameter oi 
8,000,000,000 miles, cotild bo contained 
in the limits assigned to tho group, and, 
assuming equal distribution of the stars 
in tho group each would bo at tho cen- 
ter of a sphere 3,000,000,000 miles 
across, and therefore a light journey oi 
187 days from its nearest neighbor.— 
Longman's Magazine.

ZIE CLARK TWENTY YEARS AGO.

Ju all that western 
country there has never been a stranger 
case than the disappearance of that girl, 
ami there has iievcr beoii a groatee ghosl 
mystery than hus boon and still is occa- 
sioned by tho evidently disembodied 
spirit of the girl. 


Iho story of Lizzio Clark has been 


comity history. Slio_was an orphan and 
had some property and money. A gaard- 
ittii had been appointed, uud Lizzie, 
boiiig ambitious to add to her little 
storo, sot about to work in a hotol hard 
by tho river's edge. '.Through tho dining 
room of this hotel runs the hue between 
Uauoock aud Henderson counties, so 
that of ton a gncst reached from Hair 
cook into Henderson county wbou after 
butter. A country swain and his lass, 
if seutod opposite each other at this 
board, are in different counties. Many 
a man wanted for some offense iu Han- 
cock county has sat at this table in Hen- 
deraon county and grinned at the sheriff 
of Hancock connty. 


It was one afternoon about 30 years 


ago that Lizzie Clark, who bad been 
washing dishes in tho kitchen, stepped 
out into the yard of the hotel. Shewas 
seen to leave tho kitchen by several 
working around tho house, who paid no 
attention to the girl, but that was the 
last ever* seen of her. Those who saw 
her step oat into the yard heard no 
scream, no stiflod moan, no struggling, 
bat there are people yet living*who be- 
lieve that the girl was suddenly seized, 
strangled, concealed in the house until 
dark and then cast into tho dark river. 
Bo that as it may, tho murderers, if 
they remained in the same locality long, 
have been amply tormented since. 


It is said thai tho murderers did not 


leave the locality for some time there- 
after, and yet, again, others say the 
girl was never murdurod, but drowned 
herself, and that her ghost is not ono of 
a murdered person's, but one of a sui- 
cide. All ono can gain from tin) differ- 
ent flrorios and theories id that the girl 
was dealt with foully In some maunor, 
aud that her ghost still hauuts tho lo- 
cality. Of courso every effort was made 
to ferret out tho mystery. Detectives 
hunted high and tow, money was spent 
to no purpose, and finally tho guardian 
of the girl's estate turned her money 
and property over to tho county authori- 
ties, in whoso hand it remains to this 
day Lccauso there is no kith or kin to 
claim it.

comber, 1887, when a party of duck 
hunters wore returning to Dallas City 
from tho islands.

self I" With that tho snuctrr Hung itself 
nto tho river. Thoro*v:w a splash, and 
!ho cold waters closed over the whltu 
"body. Several times flaring that winter 
tho ghost of Lizzie Clark was seen at 
night anrl nt curly candle light aiound 
tho disabled steamer. When tho steamer 
ivas taken away thu next spring, work- 
men and steamboatmcn heard pitiful 
screams from tho willows on shove as 
thu boat moved away.

3er spirit lias been known to btep out 
Iroiu behind a clnmp of dead trees at 
;he head of tho island and faeo pnssers- 
>y. She will give them a terrible look 
and then scream pituonsly. In an in- 
Btont more tho spirit has disappeared.—

A V«r Bad C*M Brought to lima 


from Chicago. 


Will •wattont •aOnint from the Dl«. 


<M», ud Quarantined »t Hi* Borne 
on Bait Norlti •tiott. 


A case of small pox was this morn- 


Ing discovered at the residence of Ed- 
ward Swartout, at 344 east North 
street, by Dr. P. H. Crooks, who pro- 
nounces the case a very bad one, made 
all the more serious by the fact that 
the victim, Mr. Swartout'g son Will, 
aged 25, had never been vaccinated. 
Will left Lima several months ago, 
going to Chicago, where he secured a 
position on a railroad running out of 
that city. Several weeks ago h3 was 
taken 111 trom scarlatina. He wan 
confined to his boarding house for 
three weeks, and after having recov- 
ered sufficiently to stand the journey 
home, left Chicago Friday. He wa'a 
not entirely well and the journey did 
not do him any good. Sunday morn- 
ing he waa feeling badly and Dr. 
Brooks was called. 
The doctor found 


him to he suffering from the effects 
of the disease but detected nothing 
that was Indicative of smallpox.

At this sale there were two bidders, 
one representing the plaintiff, the 
other being David Myers. • The land 
was sold to Myers on his bid. He 
promised to be in the snipe week and 
arrange for payment nf the purchase 
price. He did not come, however, 
and the sheriff went to his home and 
there learned that Myers was In- 
solvent and could not pay for the 
land. This necessitated re-advertis- 
ing and re*sale of the land. At the 
Instance ol the plaintiff the sheriff 
Hied a motion to havo Myers cited 
for contempt of court for making a 
false bid. Upon a bearing of the 
contempt proceeding against Myers 
he testified that he was Induced by 
J. B. Hoover to make the bid for the 
land, and admitted his Insolvency.
